Three selectmen actually were on the 
brink of recommending disapproval of 
the override before a majority was con- 
vinced to take no position. 

Chairwoman Gail Ralston and select- 
men James Barenboim and William 
Downs initially were prepared to recom- 
mend disapproval of the article. Select- 
man Gerald Silverman wanted to 
recommend approval and Selectman 
Charles Wesson wanted to delay making 
a decision. 

In the end, Mr. Silverman and Ms. 
Ralston sided with Mr. Wesson in voting 
to withhold making any recommendation. 

A recommendation to disapprove the 
article virtually would have guaranteed 
its failure at the June 11 Town Meeting, 
according to Mr. Silverman.

With the town facing cuts in serv- 
ices and possible layoffs, the ex- 
pense of fireworks cannot be 
justified this year, Selectman Ger- 
ald Silverman told the board Mon- 
day night. 

“Tf we’re going to be cutting 11 po-

Glass jars are set up in 
stores and offices all over town 
where money can be deposited for 
the fund. But donations to date have 
been minimal, Mr. Silverman said 
Monday.

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_ Police find 102 marijuana plants in home

Police serving a restraining order Sat- 
urday night found 102 marijuana plants 
being cultivated in the basement of a Fos- 
ter’s Pond Road home. 

Officers were serving the order on Ver- 
non R. Gable, 27, of 24 Fosters Pond 
Road, when Mr. Gable became upset and 
began breaking items in the home. Detec- 
tive Bob Cronin went to the scene to in- 
vestigate the incident after police 
arrested Mr. Gable for disorderly con- 
duct and other offenses. That’s when he 
found the marijuana plants. 

“J was taking photographs of some 
damage that had been done and I saw a 
real strong light coming from the cellar 
window,” Det. Cronin said. 

He also said he could smell the mari- 


juana. 

Detective Cronin obtained permission 
from the owner of the house before enter- 
ing the basement through a trap door. 

The detective found plants, ranging in 
size from seedlings to about three feet 
high, being cultivated with a “grow 
light,” a transformer to boost power, fans 
and other gardening equipment, he said. 

‘It was the entire basement,’ Detec- 
tive Cronin said. 

Det. Cronin estimated the marijuana 
plants would have been worth about $50,- 
000 when they were ready to be harvest- 
ed. The plants comprised only about two 
pounds of marijuana when they were con- 
fiscated Saturday night.

The override article asks for $700,000 to 
be added to the municipal maintenance 
budget of schools, $480,000 for the school’s 
general operating budget and $320,000 for 
the town’s operating budget to complete 
maintenance projects in various depart- 
ments. 

The selectmen did insert the article to 
the town meeting warrant. A majority 
vote is needed at Town Meeting to place 
the override question on a ballot for a spe- 
cial election. 

Ms. Ralston reprimanded the School 
Committee for preparing an override re- 
quest, which she viewed as premature. 

She said the board did not hear about 
the possibility of an override proposal un- 
til April 23 and only had its own first bud- 
get discussion earlier during Monday 
night’s meeting. 

Ms. Ralston also said that an override 
recommendation should originate with 
the Board of Selectmen and not with the 
School Committee or the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

She further blamed her own lack of sup- 
port for the article on the School Commit- 
tee, and specifically Chairman Andres 
Salazar, for not withdrawing the town- 
side spending (the $320,000) as she had 


asked him to do prior to Monday night’s - 


meeting. 

Mr. Salazar and others at the meeting 
explained that the School Committee may 
have been ahead of the selectmen on bud- 
get discussions because teacher contract 
negotiations forced them to deal with the 
budget sooner. Chairman Salazar assured 
Ms. Ralston that the override proposal is 
an idea that nobody is taking lightly. 

Joanne Marden, chairwoman of the Fi- 
nance Committee, told the board that the 
FinCom has been presenting as much in- 
formation as possibile on the override 
procedure so that everyone understands 
the options available, but she said the 
FinCom has not taken a position on this 
proposal. 

“Nobody was trying to step on your 
toes,’’ Ms. Marden said. ‘“‘Many people 
have suggested that the residents should 
be offered a choice.”’ 

Mr. Silverman told Ms. Ralston that he 
disagreed with her suggestion that an 
override proposal had to originate with 
the board. 

The selectmen generally indicated they 
support raising more money for the 
schools, but are not willing to override for 
maintenance projects when the town’s 
balanced budget is already calling for 
cuts in town personnel. 

Anthony Torrisi, acting town manager 
and budget and finance director, told the 
board last week that a balanced budget 
for the town-side is going to mean cutting

11 positions from town services. Mr. Sala- 
zar told the board last night that a bal- 
anced school budget is going to mean 16 
or 17 positions will need to be cut there. 

“Tf it was to save jobs it would be one 
thing,” Selectman Downs said, but he 
could not approve an override to comply 
with the DiNisco report on building rec- 
ommendations.

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People protest 
article on club

Some neighbors of the And- 
over Country Club are upset 
this week because the club ap- 
pears to be offering overnight 
guest rooms to the general 
public in direct violation of last 
year’s Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals’ ruling. 

Dan McGrath, of 19 Can- 
terbury St., wrote a letter last 
week asking Building Inspec- 
tor Sam DeSalvo to take action 
against the club. 

“T, as a citizen of Andover 
and an abutter of the country 
club, must ask that you inves- 
tigate whether the Andover 
Country Club is offering lodg- 
ing and meals to the public and 
thus in fact operating a hotel in 
a residential zone,’’ Mr. 
McGrath wrote. 

“T further ask that you pur- 
sue whatever legal recourse 
you have to make sure that the 
Andover Country Club con- 
forms with the zoning by- 
laws,’’ the letter said. 

An article in last week’s 
Townsman featured seven ho- 
tels and inns, and what the fa- 
cilities each had available for 
visitors to the Andover area. 
The article included informa- 
tion about the Andover Coun- 
try Club provided by country 
club employees. 

The club information includ- 
ed daily, corporate and week- 
end rates provided by the 
club’s desk manager, the sales 
and marketing director and 
Denise Enxing, club manager. 

‘We didn’t say it was pub- 
lic,’ Ms. Enxing said this 
week when questioned about 
the information provided. 

But she didn’t say it was pri- 
vate either. And Ms. .Enxing 
agreed that the information 
provided could have given the 
impression that the rooms 
were available to the public. 

Bob Zolner, the town’s attor- 
ney for the zoning board deci- 
sion, said that the information 
‘in the article makes it appear 
that the country club is in vio- 
lation of the zoning decision. 

“It seems to be holding itself 
out to be in the same class as 
the Marriott and the Sheraton, 
all the new ones. That would 
be in violation of the decision,” 
Mr. Zolner said Monday. 

Preston Rowe, desk man- 
ager at the country club for 

. just. three months, had.told the 
Pownsman that he was new on 


the job and that he favored 
publicity to help boost room 
occupancy. 

“T think that was obviously 
an error on his part,‘ said 
Nancy Ives, sales and market- 
ing director. 

Ms. Ives had detailed the 
club’s amenities and room 
rates for the Townsman, but 
never mentioned that the fa- 
cilities were only for private 


use. 

She said this week that the 
club’s guest room business 
comes from “friends of mem- 
bers and corporate members.”’ 
As far as she knows, Ms. Ives 
said, that business and the 
function-room business the 
club does is allowed by the zon- 
ing decision. 

“T will certainly look into 
this a little bit further,’ Ms. 
Ives said. 

Mr. Zolner said the type of 
functions that can be held at 
the club was not completely 
answered in the previous zon- 
ing board decisions and he is 
currently investigating that is- 
sue for the building inspector. 

In June of 1989 the Zoning 
Board of Appeals ruled that 
the country club could not op- 
erate a restaurant or inn for 
use by the general public. 

“We order the Andover 
Country Club to cease and des- 
ist, forthwith, the offering and 
opening of the Trumpeter’s 
Restaurant and any of its 
guest rooms to the public at 
large; and to that end to cease 
immediately all activities soli- 
citing such public use of those 
facilities; and to take down 
and remove all signs and re- 
move from media of every na- 
ture advertising material 
soliciting the general public to 
use the Trumpeter’s Restau- 
rant and the club’s guest 
rooms,” decision 2065 read. 


A sign directing guests to 
Trumpeter’s Restaurant and 
the country club is still posted 
on Lowell Street at the end of 
Canterbury Road.

She complains 
about library 


Editor, Townsman: 

Why do some Andover public library 
staff members feel free to treat so many 
children and young adults with embar- 
rassingly abrupt and arbitrary rudeness? 
Is there in fact, as it appears sometimes 
on crowded evenings and Sundays, an en- 
tirely separate, marauding staff for this 
purpose? Is it to preserve the old stereo- 
typed image of the librarian as strict, 
rude, aloof, self-serving and nasty? 

Why does the Andover public library, a 
newly renovated project, have a shame- 
fully small, unpleasantly crowded, poorly 
labeled, poorly furnished young adult 
area? Why does the recently renovated 
Reading public library, one nearby exam- 
ple, have such a welcoming, pleasant, ap- 
pealingly furnished informative, larger 
young adult space? Is Andover’s young 
adult area perhaps a reflection of the li- 
brary administration’s attitude toward 
youth? Is it not possible that if you treat 
someone with respect and courtesy they 
will in turn treat you with respect and 
courtesy? 

Why can’t my fifth-grade daughter, 
who loves to read, borrow young adult ti- 
tles (many of which are arbitratily in the 
young adult collection and quite suitable 
for fifth-graders) with her own card, even 
with a note from me to the library giving 
my permission for her to use anything in 
the library? I must currently accompany 
her and use my card to check out the 
books she chooses from the young adult 
area. Isn’t this library policy simply a 
method of discouraging many youngsters 
from reading and using many of the li- 
brary materials? 

Why do the copy machines in the And- 
over library cost 15 cents a page while 
most other libraries have machines that 
still only charge 10 cents a page or even 
less in many cases? If the library’s intent 
is to protect library materials by encour-

the ‘‘War on Poverty’’ to “WIN” 
to “CETA” to ‘“ET’’ (Emloyment 
and Training), eligibility, benefits 
and caseloads have been tinkered 
with and adjusted in response to 
economic and political cycles. 

For example. The caseload in 
Massachusetts dropped from 120,- 
000 in 1980 to 65,0000 in 1986 with 
numbers on the upswing since 
1987. But children aren’t numbers 
and these statistics reveal nothing 
about the present condition or the 
future outlook of children on wel- 
fare. 

Consider the dramatic and fun- 
damental social changes that are 
rendering huge numbers of our 
children ill-prepared to partici- 
pate in our society and our econ- 
omy: Motherhood is no longer 
considered full-time work and ab- 
sent fathers are epidemic. Ana- 
lysts estimate that 90 percent of 
AFDC families require help be- 
cause of inadequate or no child 
support. 

Housing costs have skyrocketed 
so high that we have essentially 
returned to the poorhouse concept 
with tens of thousands of children 
living in homeless shelters. Public 
assistance, which was once local 
and personal, now arrives through 
the mail without home visits for 


support or supervision to ensure 
ae children are adequately cared 
or. 


Most significant and virtually 
ignored in the welfare debate is 
the shift to a knowledge-based 
economy in which most jobs will 
minimally require a high school 
diploma. Building railroads or 
doing factory work for those un- 
able to read are no longer large- 
scale employment options. The 
present urban school drop-out rate 
of 30 to 50 percent virtually guar- 
antees a new generation of wel- 
fare dependency. 


Business leaders all over Ameri- 
ca, fearing for our future, have re- 
peatedly called for a massive 
investment in the health and 
minds of children at risk, most of 
whom are on some type of public 
assistance. I submit that, to make 
a difference, this investment must 
be linked with a challenge to the 
viability of our present policies re- 
garding children. If education is 
the key to a child’s success and 
school is the ticket to a child’s fu- 
ture, then: 


1. Why is there not a single re- 
quirement in AFDC that mothers 
participate regularly in work- 


shops to learn how to help their 
children succeed in school? 


2. Why are children’s services 
scattered all over our cities rather 
than based in schools where every 
ounce of energy and every dollar 
can be directed toward what is 
needed to educate that child? 


3. Why do most of our schools sit 
empty after 3 p.m., on weekends 
and all summer? 


4. Why are we giving unsuper- 
vised benefits to pregnant teen-ag- 
ers when all they offer is the 
illusion of independence and the 
certainty of poverty due to lack of 
education? 


As long as “‘liberals’’ resist fun- 
damental welfare reforms and 
‘conservatives’ resist adequate 
funding for children, the debate 
will stay stuck like an old phono- 
graph record on the same refrain: 
The welfare family that drives a 
new Cadillac versus the one that 
lives in an abandoned Cadillac. 
Our children and our future will be 
the losers.

Also included in 
the cuts is $50,000 
from the athletics 
program.

The $21.9 million 
balanced budget re- 
tains the same level 
of transportation 
and teacher/pupil 
ratios within the 
committee’s policy 
guidelines. It also 
maintains the same 
level of custodial 
and computer serv- 
ices. 

What the $21.9 
balanced budget 
doesn’t include is 
funding for curric- 
ulum revision, keep- 
ing pace with 
equipment replace- 
ment, continuing 
the fourth phase of 
the previous three- 
year computer pro- 
gram, which would 
have integrated 
more computers 
into the curriculum. 

It also does not 
provide funds to 
hire a new superin- 
tendent of schools in 
January 1991 when 
Dr. Seifert retires. 

Instead, without 
an override, the 
committee would 
delay hiring a su- 
perintendent until 
the following sum- 
mer, saving an esti- 
mated $70,000. If 
Dr. Seifert was not

pees discussed at all by town officials, he 
said. 

“There was no meeting with selectmen. 
I had no discussion about this with any- 
body,” Mr. Penny said. 


Gail Ralston, chairwoman of the Board 
of Selectmen, said this week was the first 
she had heard about any such proposal. 

“‘T haven’t heard a thing,” Ms. Ralston 
said Wednesday. ‘My first reaction is I 
would not be opposed to it. But I would 
want to hear the specifics on the propo- 
sal.”’ 

Lawrence Mayor Kevin Sullivan and 
other city officials have expressed opposi- 
tion to a methadone van stopping in Law- 
rence for fear it will attract more addicts 
to the area and promote a negative stig- 
ma in the city. 


In 1988, Andover had 11 intravenous 
drug users who received treatment from 
state programs, five of whom were meth- 
adone users, according to Health Depart- 
ment statistics listed in a published 
report, Lawrence had 231 IV drug users in 
the same year, 70 of whom were involved 
in methadone programs. 


‘I think there’d be some opposition to 
it,”’ Mr. Penny said. “The thing Andover 
has going for it is we have a fairly in- 
formed and well educated population and, 
supplied with the facts,” people would be 
able to support it. 

Methadone is a substitute for heroin, or 
other prescription drugs, which is given 
to addicts who are trying to get off those 
drugs. 


Methadone vans are already serving 
sites in Boston, Lowell, Brockton, Quincy 
and Cape Cod. 


The vans, which look like a Winnebago, 
according to Mr. Penny, stop at a desig- 
nated site once each day and distribute a 
dose of the methadone. The drug comes in 
tablet form and is dissolved in water or 
juice so it can be taken orally. 


The van stops for 30 minutes to an hour 
and a half at each location, depending on 
the number of clients. The program dis- 
tributes only the daily dose of medication 
and performs urine tests. 


It is funded by the state.

Here’s how 
to recycle 


Newspaper: Every other week on regu- 
lar trash day. Put it at the roadside by 7 
a.m. in bundles or paper bags. Keep it 
Separate from the regular trash. 

Corrugated paper and cardboard: Can 
be recycled with newspaper and must be 
bundled accordingly. Also junk mail, 
magazines, cereal boxes (take the wax 
paper out), etc. can be included. 

Glass and plastic: First and third Sat- 
urday of the month, bring to West Middle 
School on Shawsheen Road between 9 
a.m. and 1 p.m. 

Glass has to be separated according to 
color — clear, green and brown. It can be 
separated at the drop location or before 
arriving there. No plastic bags. 

Plastic should be separated into groups 
— polystyrene (meat and vegetable tra- 
ys); milk, water and juice jugs (flatten 
them to save space); all other household 
plastics ( peanut butter jars, shampoo 
bottles, etc.) go together. 

Aluminum: Cans can be taken to the 
same collection site as glass and plastic 
recycling collection, but should be rinsed 
thoroughly. (Of course cans can be re- 
turned, along with plastic bottles, to a 
store or redemption center for 5 cents 
each.) Other aluminum items (cooking 
pans, frozen food containers) go out with 
the trash. 


Motor oil: Can be returned to any store 
where it was purchased, so long as a 
proof of purchase is provided and it is ina 
pourable container. This is Massachu- 
setts state law. 


What cannot be recycled: 

Furniture or appliances: One item each 
week can be put out with the trash each 
week, 


Tires: Two tires per household can be 
discarded with the weekly trash curbside 
collection. That’s stipulated in the town’s 
contract. 


Cast iron, copper, brass, steel and other 
metals: Take to scrap dealers. 
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of building insurance.

Sketches for the ‘“Requiem”’ 
date from the following year and include 
the opening theme of the second move- 
ment, which had been intended for a sym- 
phony.

Brahms was greatly distressed by the 
death of his mother in 1856, and it is sup- 
posed that the soprano solo in the fifth 
movement was added in memory of her. 

The first three movements were origi- 
nally performed in Vienna in 1867, but the 
performance was somewhat marred by 
the timpanist, who played the pedal note 
so loudly throughout the fugue at the end 
of the third movement that he totally 
obliterated the chorus. 


Brahms conducted six movements of 
the work, omitting the fifth movement in 
1868, and the work received its first com- 
plete performance in 1869 in Leipzig. It is 
a large-scale work, lasting more than an 
hour, for large chorus, large orchestra 
and baritone and soprano solos.

to the reprocessing plant. Some are mak- 
ing it into other recycling programs, such 
as Andover has, but many end up in the 
trash. 

So while Kodak works on its recycling 
Sal and so that these Lilliputian 

upperware-like containers don’t end up 
in the trash, the Townsman is challenging 
residents to come up with alternative 
uses for them. 

They already are being used by travel- 
ers to carry shampoo or hand lotion; by 
backpackers to keep wooden match sticks 
dry, and by commuters in their cars to 
hold change for the tolls. 

“One artist took a thousand of them,”’ 
said Dick Chapel of Andover Photo. 

Mr. Chapel also supplied a bunch of 
them to a childeare program for the chil- 
dren to play with. 

“One person was sending them to Afri- 
ca and they were putting rations of pow- 
dered milk in them,’’ Mr. Chapel said. 


He asked another customer if he had 
any idea what to do with them and the 
customer, looking dreamy, replied, ‘‘Not 
since the ’60s, thank you.” 


Some of the clear containers, made by 
Fuji, are being used by a chemistry class 
in either New Hampshire or Maine for 
experiments, Mr. Chapel said. 


The containers are most often black, 
but also come gray or clear. They are 2 
inches tall with the caps on, about 1 15/16 
inches with the top off.

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Law school is accredited

of the tunnel. Now I am under the light,” 
Mr. Ortiz said Tuesday afternoon. 

For the Massachusetts School of Law, 
at 3 Dundee Park, unanimous approval 
for licensure by the state board Tuesday 
is good news, according to Lawrence R. 

Velvel, dean of the school. 

“Everybody’s very pleased,” Dean Vel- 
vel said after the vote Tuesday. “I don’t 
know if it’s a record to have done it in 
under two years, but it’s certainly very 
speedy.” 

Prior to Tuesday’s vote, MSL could not 
have awarded a degree to its graduates, 
according to the dean. The licensure vote 
means students will now receive the de- 
gree of juris doctor upon graduation. 

Dean Velvel explained last week that 
the licensing vote was key to these grad- 
uates being able to practice law. 

“Our graduates will be able to take the 
Mass. Bar and, upon passage, will be able 
to practice in Massachusetts,” Dean Vel- 
vel said. 

Once a student is accepted by the Mas- 
sachusetts Bar, and usually after he or 
she practices for a period of time in this 
state, approximately 15 other states will 
also allow a person to take the bar in 
those states. 

The next step for MSL will be getting 
accreditation from the American Bar As- 
sociation. That could take approximately

four years, according to Dean Velvel. 
ABA acceptance would allow students to 
take the bar exam in any state in the 
country. 

Last week, prior to the regents’ vote, 
the Townsman asked students why they 
were gambling on a law school that was 
not accredited and couldn’t guarantee 
they would be able to practice law, or 
even that they would recieve a degree, 
upon graduation. 

“If I didn’t have faith that we were 
going to be accredited, I wouldn’t be 
here,” said Ed Rainsford, of Weymouth, 
a fourth-year student who will graduate 
in December. 

“I was impressed with the way they put 
the school together from the ground up,” 
said Mr. Rainsford, who transferred here 
from another law school. 

“It was an excellent opportunity,” said 
Kevin Henebury, of Beverly, a probation 
officer at Lawrence District Court. 

Mr. Henebury is a full-time night stu- 
dent, taking four courses, with two more 
years to go. 

“After meeting with the dean and fac- 
ulty, (I felt) they were very dedicated,” 
Mr. Henebury said. ‘They want to make 
MSL one of the best law schools in the 
state. I think they'll stop at nothing short 
of that.” 

He credits Dean Velvel with giving him

the opportunity of a lifetime. 

“If it wasn’t for him, I probably 
wouldn’t have gotten the opportunity 
to become a lawyer,’’ Mr. Henebury 
said. 

School’s founding 

MSL was founded in 1988 by Mr. 
Velvel, a full professor of law and 
previously the dean of Common- 
wealth School of Law in Lowell, 
along with several associates. 

Mr. Velvel left Commonwealth in 
the spring of 1988 amidst what Mr. 
Velvel’s wife, Louise, said was 
chaos. Ms. Velvel, who is registrar 
at MSL, said Commonwealth was 
later bought by Emerson College 
and did not reopen last fall. 

Mr. Velvel and a number of teach- 
ers from Commonwealth decided to 
start another school to serve north- 
eastern Massachusetts and southern 
New Hampshire. They found the for- 
mer mill buildings at Dundee Park 
to be an ideal location. 

“It was a lucky accident because 
we think Andover is a terrific 
place,’’ the dean said. 

MSL opened its doors in fall of 1988 
for roughly 95 students, 55 of whom, 
like Mr. Ortiz, were former Com- 
monwealth students, according to 
Ms. Velvel. 

Now at the end of its second year, 
and fully accredited, MSL boasts 220 
students, including 11 from Andover.

Focus on ethics 

MSL stresses ethics and quality 
writing in its programs and uses 
practical experience to instill those 
qualities on its students, according 
to the dean. 

“‘We stress ethics a lot,’’ Dean Vel- 
vel said. ‘‘We’re trying to do a little 
better than the profession has 
done.”’ 

Student Joe Feeney, of Plainville, 
has been with the school from its be- 
ginning in 1988 and is hoping to grad- 
uate next year. He said the 
A on ethics being taught at 
MSL is key to the school. 

“The founders wanted a school 
that would be an exception from the 
rule that you get into law to make a 
lot of money,” Mr. Feeney said. 

Illiteracy and poor writing are 
also a problem in law pocee to- 
day, according to Dean Velvel. 

“Tt’s widly regarded that lawyers 
write badly,” he said. 

Lawyers tend to use indirect rath- 
er than direct language, a passive 
voice and excessive qualification of 
every point, he said. 

Among the techniques MSL uses to 
teach good writing is to cut sen- 
tences to 25 words. A sentence with 
35 words should be cut into two.

“Being an evening student, you 
only have three choices, Suffolk, 
Northeastern and this school,” said 
Bob McCarthy, of Malden. 

‘There are a lot of professional 
people here that are students. I’m 35 
years old and it has given me the 
opportunity for a second career,” 
Mr. McCarthy said. 

Mr, McCarthy was excited last 
week about the possibility of the 
school receiving the Board’ Of ‘Re- 
gents’ approval this week. 

“They deserve it here. They’ve 
done wonders,” he said. 


ol receives accreditation 


‘I’ve gotten an excellent educa- 
tion here,” said Evan Pilavis, of Wo- 
burn, who is hoping to graduate with 
the first class on June 1. 

David Ardito, 41, of Providence, 
R.I., owns ‘‘a couple of travel agen- 
cies” and teaches tourism at night 
at the Community College of Rhode 
Island. He also commutes almost 
two hours each way, three days a 
week, to attend classes at MSL. 

“TI thank God that the school’s 
given me this opportunity,’’ Mr. Ar- 
dito said. 

About 80 percent of the students 
are part-time night students ranging 
in age from their 30s to late 50s, who 
live north of Boston up to the New 
Hampshire border and west to 
Worcester. 

The balance of the day students 
are mostly from Massachusetts, but 
some are from as far away as Flor- 
ida and Virginia and are living in 
this area for now. 

MSL has started recruiting from 
colleges and expects to start enroll- 
ing younger students from out of 
state. 

How big does Dean Velvel want 
the school to be? 

“Real big,”’ he said. ‘‘We’re shoot- 
ing for a school that will have from 
590 to 750 students.”’ 

Only 15 courses were available at 
MSL when it first began. That in- 
creased to 48 this year and will take 
ag leap when it opens in the 
all. 

“As of next year we're going to 
any a total of 64 courses,”’ the dean 
said. 

The average New England law 
school has 83 courses. One school 
has only 43 courses while another, 
probably Harvard according to 
Dean Velvel, has 132 or 133. 

“At the end of this year it (MSL) 
wa be almost up to average,” he 
said. 


Getting in 

MSL does not require the standard 
law school exams or high SAT 
scores for acceptance as a student, 
and places little value on previous 
academic accomplishment. Instead, 
the school looks for achievements in 
life as prerequisites to qualify for 
entry. 

“We look at their work experi- 
ence, what they’ve accomplished in 
life,” Dean Velvel said. 

Most of the decision is made in an 
interview with the dean himself. 
Only one student has been accepted 
without the personal interview, and 
that person was the president of a 
state college in Massachusetts, 
according to Mr. Velvel. 

MSL offers a three-year full-time 
program during the day and a four- 
year part-time program at night. 

The cost is per credit hour. A 


part-time student pays about $7,500 
a year to attend. A fulltime student 
spends about $9,000. “

ry department at PA. At that time, 
Ms. Dalton already had received her 
doctorate degree in American histo- 
ry from Johns Hopkins University in 
Baltimore, Md., and had been teach- 
ing at the academy for one year. 

The couple was newly married 
and Mr. Rotundo had just received 
his doctorate degree in American 
history from Brandeis University 
and was looking for a job. 

“Kathy was already here and we 
didn’t want to lose her,’’ said Mr. 
Lyons. ‘We knew her husband, 
Tony, and knew he could do the job 
too, so I suggested they split the job 
so they could both be here and to- 
gether.” 

Mr. Rotudo said the idea of job 
sharing was very appealing because 
the market for history professors at 
the college level was very slow at 
the time. 

“There was a very slim chance 
that she and I could both find jobs at 
the same college or even jobs in the 
same field near one another,” he 


said. 

Ms. Dalton cited the example of a 
couple she knew that had to travel 
across three states to be together 
during their time off from teaching 
at two separate universities. 

Sharing the one teaching position 
at PA also meant that each could 
spend more time on their writing 
and research projects. Ms. Dalton 

written a book on coeducation at 
PA since its merger with its sister 
school, Abbot Academy, in 1973. She 
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also has written two books on The- 
odore Roosevelt. 

Mr. Rotundo is writing a book tra- 
cing the role of masculinity in Amer- 
ica from the 1800s to early 1900s. 

The couple are pleased with job 
sharing. 

“JT think this works out because 
Tony and I are so much alike,” said 
Ms. Dalton.‘‘I don’t know why more 
employers aren’t offering this op- 
tion.” 

Not every couple could make the 
arrangement work out as well as 
these two, said Mr. Lyons. At first, 
the wipes pa was risky as far as 
the school was concerned. 

‘“‘We had to get two very fine, very 
professional people to make this 
work out. We were very lucky. It 
turned out to be a very easy thing for 
them,” said Mr. Lyons. 

“We get more than aa two people 
giving 50 percent each,” added Mr. 
Lyons. ‘“‘They each give at least 70 
percent each day.” 

Their job description has changed 
during the nine years they’ve been 
sharing the position. A full-time tea- 
ching position usually requires an in- 
structor to teach four to six courses 
each tri-semester, as well as partici- 
pate in some mix of coaching, extra- 
curricular and dormitory 
supervision. Most teachers are re- 
quired to supervise a dorm for at 
least eight years, said Mr. Rotundo. 

Depending on their contracts their 
individual duties vary as does the 
division of their pay checks. This 
year Mr. Rotundo’s teaching respon- 
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sibilities were reduced so he could 
organize and direct the headmas- 
ter’s symposium on gender issues. 
Ms. Dalton has taught a few more 
courses than her husband this year, 
but she has also worked on the 
school’s women’s forum. 

This year, as in the past five, they 
have had dormitory work as well. 
They are responsible for the well be- 
ing of almost 100 male students. 

“Being in charge of a dorm is an 
aha job,” said Mr. Ro- 
undo. 


Another around-the-clock job that 
keeps the couple even busier is par- 
enting. Flexibility in dividing their 
work schedule was a great plus 
when the couple’s first child, Barba- 
ra, was born seven years ago. 

“At that time there was very little 
pressure on me. It was a great alter- 
native to maternity leave,’’ said Ms. 
Dalton. 

“Barbara doesn’t know anything 
different than having her parents 
share a job. I’m sure she likes the 
fact that we are both able to spend 
as much time with her as we do. 
She’s told people it’s like having two 
mommies and two daddies,” said 
Ms. Dalton. 

Once they had a second child — 
Peter, now 2 — the benefits of job 
sharing changed, said Mr. Rotundo. 

“Tt enabled us to share the care of 
the children in an equal way. It 
would break my heart to sacrifice 
time with the kids,” he said. 

The academy started a childcare 
center on its campus about 10 years 
ago for faculty children. It has made 
teaching and parenting easier, said 
Mr. Lyons. 
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“Tf we didn’t share the job and the 
responsibilities of raising the family 
and taking care of the house, one of 
us would have had to postpone or 
even give up our career,” said Ms. 
Dalton. 

“Usually, with other two-career 
couples it’s the woman who has to 
give up her career and most likely 
with our situation it would have been 
me,” she added. 

There are many extras included in 
a teaching contract at PA that make 
job sharing economically feasible, 
said Mr. Rotundo. 

“The built-in perks make the dol- 
lars we receive in sharing one job 
stretch further. We live in academy 
housing and don’t have to pay a rent 
or mortgage and as long as school is 
in session we can eat at Commons 
(the academy’s dining hall,)” he 
said. 

For Ms. Dalton, who hates grocery 
shopping, the campus dining hall is 
a real plus. 

Because they are both busy with 
their different teaching, coaching 
and dorm duties, the lines between 
traditional male and female roles 
become blurred. 

Except for the time he spends with 
his children, Mr. Rotundo said he 
gets very little satisfaction from 
household duties traditionally as- 
signed to a housewife. 

“T understand why the traditional 
housewife got cabin fever and went 
bonkers sometimes,” he said. 

Next year it seems Mr. Rotundo 
may have more time than his wife. 
He received a grant from the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Humani- 
ties and plans to take a year off from 
teaching to work on his book. 
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
